the fiald to officers of foreign armies sincé the 
Russo-Taorkish wan General von der Goltz 


| and other distinguished German officers have 


been members ofthe General Staff and in that 
capscity have drawn up plans of campaign, 
schemes for mobilisation, and proposals for - 
strategic railways, which have been adopted — 
or pigeon-holed according to the hamoar of 
their’ employers. Bot their fonctions have 
been almost entirely advisory and their advice 


has often been followed. If a. large namber 


of German offisers held execative commands in 
the Ottoman army that army would doubtless 
bean evén more formidable opponest than it 
now is, but it is doubtful whether, pace Major 
von Bruchhausen, the Padishah -will choose to 
fall in with all the suggestions that Berlin has 
to offer. In, our opinion, the Turkish Govern- 
ment has ‘acted on its own initiative in the 
Akaba affair, as it acted last year on the 


_| Aden frontier. It does not wish to quarrel 


with Egypt and Great Britain, bat it cannot 
resist the opportanity of trying to extend its 
boundaries by a few square miles, even though — 
they consist of “very light soil.”

Meantime, the 
Government has declared that the courses at 
the Law School will not reopen till Saturday 
next, and that if the strikers continas to be 
defiant they will be excluded for good 
from the School of Law, which will then be 
closed to await the arrival of a newer and wiser 
geveration. The complaints of the pupils will, 
we are sure, be examined by the Government if 
properly and respectfally brought before the 
authorities. General strikea by persons of the 
difficult age between boyhood and manhood 
strike us as being silly parodies of what were 
very unpleasant realities in Russia.

THE TURKISH VERSION. 


REASONS FOR TURKEY'S ACTION. 


(From our Sprcia. CORRESPONDENT). 


Conatantir ople, Feb. 20. 

According to tha 'Inrkish version, of the 
Akaba sffair, whi hI echo with all necessary 
reserve,when the matter was mentioned to the 
Khedive bis H ghness professed’ his complete 
ignorance of the incident. 

The Tarkish apology, that the\yousba: hi of 
the battalion had mis-spelt his written. orders 
is on a par with the aforesaid version; excert 
that it is inganions. It is a method that the 
Bawab-Aali often employs in conrexion with 
documents legalizing property belonging, say, 
to some unhappy rayah. But applied to diplo- 
macy, it is not 80 effectnal in concealing frand. 
Moreover, precedents on tha borders of Aden 
and, recently, of Persia, tend to show that 
Tarkey’s policy regarding international Jand- 
marks isa trifle hazy. 

The incident has raised con iderable eom- 
ment, at d there is nothing clsa but :he ovcapa 
tion of Akabs by Tarks being talked abont,the 
Stamboul public being totally oblivious 
of the fact that the said port, of Salomonio 
fame, has had a Turki-h garrison sinc? 
the ratification of the Firman of Wij, and 
that it is Tabab, an insignificant townlet, 
8 miles to the we-t of the line of de 
marcation, which has been ho-oured by 
the presence of a century of the Sultan’s 
military ‘atterdemalions. Perbaps ignorance is 
bliss when international landmarks are con- 


However, it is nevertheless interesting to 
determive why Turkey should ba so provoca- 
tive jast now. Some say that the intrigue ‘8 a 
counter-move to the opening of Port Sudan, 
which will increase Anglo-Egyptian inflaence 
on the Red Sea. Others that she seeks an ont- 
post on the Sinaitic Peninsola for Akabs, 


whose strategical value will bs greatly enhanced 
with the completion of the H djsz Railway. 
While the third hypothesis, which I prefer, is 
that Turkey has done this to secore some con- 
cession against\her eventual withdrawal from 


territory which she describes as being under

THROWN AND KILLED BY HIS HORSE.

Suakin (via Atbara), Febroary 16. 

It is with great regret that I have to report 
the death of Mnlezim Awal Mohamed Tewfk, 
Staff Officer, Soakin District, which ‘ook place 
yesterday morning as the result of an accident. 
Deceased fell off his horss while exerciaing 
himself for the races which were to have taken 
place ye-terday afternoon. While galloping 
abont 100 yards his horse stambled and threw 
bis rider. The officer fell on his head, crashing 
his skall, and the horse rolled over him. Medi- 
cal aid was at once forthcoming but proved ure- 
less He expired aboot half an hour after the acci- 
dent.Mobamed T-wfik was a young and promis 
ing officer and much beloved by everyone who 
koew him, more especially by his chiefs. The 
foneral took place about 3 p.m. yesterday and 
was well attended by all the military and civil 
Goverrment « ficials, ‘he merchants, and bank 
agents, the 6 h Battalion EA. and police far- 
nishing guards of hononr. 

The races have been indefinitely postponed 
o«ing to this sad accident.

CONSCIOUS OR SCHOLASTIC. 


PROF, PETRIE’S SECOND LECTURE. 


Prof. Flinders Petrie gava the second of 
his lectures on Egyptian Art at the Con- 
tinental Hotel, Cairo, yesterday afternoon. 
The subject was that of the age of Conscions 
or S.holastic Art in the XlIth and XVIIIth 
dynasties. Aiter the decay of the art of the 
pyramid buildere, which continued till the rice 
of the XIth dynasty, a new feeling arose 
based on carefal study and restrained ex- 
pression. The statuary is rather hard and 
wiry but vigorous ; the relief sculpture is low 
and fall of delicate detail in the surfaces, In 
the XiIth dynasty this became more business- 
like in the handling of it, but at the same 
time formalised. The excellence in taste and 
gradual decline during the XIlth dynasty is 
well shewn by the splendid inlaid pectorals 
from Dahshur in the Cairo Museum. In the 
XIIIth dynasty the work was still good, and 
the sculpture well maintained ; but the style 
is weak and timid. The qoestion of whether 
we have any Hyksos portraits is very doubt- 
fol ; the figures with names of those kings msy 
be all late appropriations ofolder works and 
certainly their style has no affinity with what 
came before or after. In the XVII[th dynasty, 
very stiff and formal work prevailed at first, 
bat gradually softened and became more life 
like under the Thothmes kirgs. So far, the old 
traditions of the XIIth dynasty had been car- 
ried ov. Bat-the immense infil sencss of Syria, 
brought in hy the conqucsts of Thothmes III., 
revolutionised Ezvyptian taste: and soon after 
the powerfal style of prehistoric Greeca Jed to 
new experiments in Egypt. The heads of Queen 
Thyi are the most vital and refined sculptures 
known, since the earliest days of the kingdom. 
The large growth of the middle classes in the 
XVIIIth dynasty led to & popularity of small 
artistic objects of the toilet and genre work. 
The tastefal and delicate fi ores of girls are a 
special deyélopment Of this age ; the most per- 
tect of such being thé little figare of a negress 
cirved in ebony, found a few ysars ago at 
Thebes. The portrait heads carved in wood at 
this period are also excellent in, the modelling 
and power of character. In drawing, the Egypt- 
ians had an extraordinary facility for fine and 
powerful line. The perfect firmness and artistic 
truth of the long outlines of limbs, or even 
whole figures, is onrivalled by any modern 
school. The best examples are seen in rome of 
the unfinished tombs and in some. smaller 
pieces such as a clever figure of a yerformiog 
girl, now at Torin. The new ideas of Syria and 
Greece had practically killed the native growth 
of Egypt. After the artistic intoxication of the 
new wine there was only left an imitation cf 
the older models. Under Sety I at Abydos is 
seen a most laborious and highly finished style 
which has lost all originality. And even the 
cold grace of this disappears under Rsmeses 
the Great.of whom there is buat one single 
work of ganius, the black granite figure in 
Torin. Hencefurward there was nothing but 
mere imitation, such as has been described in 
the lecture of last week. 

The lectare next week, on Monday at 5 p.m., 
will be on the spontaneous art of the fivest 
period, that of the pyramid. builders.

The lectures delivered by M. Edouard 
Naville at the College de France, ander tha 
Fondation Michonis, were well attended, and 
derived pecaliar interest from the fact that 
the lesturer was the first foreigner who has 
been admitted to hold forth within the walls 
consecrated to learning by Francis I. He chose 
as bis subject the religion of ancient Egypt. 
His idea of the origin of what we call the 
Ezyptian civilization is that Egypt was in- 
habited in Neolithic times by a white race, 
the ancestors of the classical Libyans and 

. modern Berbers, who were archers living in 
_ Wicker hots, and had for domesticated animals 
, the deer and the ost.ich. These were the “Anu” 
or “‘Tehenna” who as early as the Fifth Dynasty 
oconpied Darfur and Kordofan, and the only 
hint we get of their religion is contained 
in tbe standard planted within the ‘stockade 
of the village which perhaps formed the totem 
of the tribe. The race, in M. Naville’s opinion, 
was corqnered by Ménes and his followers, 
who came from Pant, or Somaliland, by way 
ot South Arabia: and Abyssinia. He does not 
think that the culture of the “conqaerors 
owed anything to Mesopotamis, but holds 
that it incladed writing and building with 
bricks. As to their religion, each invading 
tribe had » totem, that of the royal tribe 
being a falcon, the emblem of Horus, with 
whom the king was always identified. They 
alao believed in existence of a double or 
, immaterial. counterpart, of which the fan 
carried behind the monarch was the emblem. 
and even under the Thinite dynasties their 
religion had become anthropomorphic. The 
lectures Will be published, it is hoped, con- 
cecutively inthe R+oue del Histoire des Reli- 
gions, where the inangoral one-has jast ap- 
peared, and Jater will form part ot one of the 
publications of the Musée Guimet.

SICILY. 


The direct route to Sicily is by the Florio- 
Rubattino Co.’s steamers which leave Alex- 
andria weekly for MESSINA, where one takes 
train to TAORMINA, one of the most charm- 
ing and popular places on the island. Giardini 
is the station at which to alight, and the drive 
7 Taormina is most delightful, occupying 
about one hour. In and around the town is 
much to interest the visitor. The theatre is of 
Greek origin, but restored under the Romans. 
AATANIA is the starting place for the ascent 
of Etna and here also is a fine Cathedral. The 
Greek, Roman, and Saracenic remains that 
are found all over the island, are an endless 
sources of pleasure. SYRACUSE has an 
oe history, having been a Greek 
city, which was designed by Demosthenes in 
B.C. 413, and taken by the Romans in B.c. 212, 
when Archimedes was slain — his tomb is to be 
seen. The cathedral was once an ancient pagan 
temple. PALERMO, with abort 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys a delightful climate. Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city. The Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the

From Naples to ROME is a train-journey of 
but five hours, All who can will devote at 
least one week to visiting the | historical 
and interesting portions of the City, 
whose charms and beauties are too well-known

Leaving the Eternal City with mach regret, 
a railwa, — of five hours brings you to 
PLOREN E, where another week can well be 
spent admiring the City of Flowers and its 
ssrrounding country. In Florence itself the 
churches and galleries are of absorbing inte- 
rest, whilst the local promenades and excur- 
sions should not be ontitted. T’he Cascine is 
the most attractive and fashionable promenade 
in Florence, whilst the Viale dei Oolli, one of 
the finest walks in Europe, opened 35 years 
ago, goes winding up throngh the hills a 
distance of four miles. The most delightful 
excursion outside Florence is that te Vallom- 
brosa, with its Monastery 3,300 feet above the 
sea level. This is made first by ordinary train 
from Florence to St. Ellero, thence by cog- 
wheel railway to Saltino. The ascent throng 
groves of oaks takes an hour, and most 
striking panoramas are unfolded to view. 

PISA is easily reached from Florence in 
about 2 hours ; here there is a fine Cathedral 
and the Leaning Tower. A stay of at least one 
night should if possible be made, in order to 
enjoy the view from the Campanile at sunset.
